The intern was assigned and
initiated research as well as executing stories for West Virginia Public
Radio. Duties included gathering sound, writing scripts, taking pictures,
and prepping stories for the website. The intern also helped with minimal
paperwork and equipment maintenance as well as other duties as needed.

2) West Virginia Media Diversity Fellowship program with West Virginia State
University and WVPB to develop the next generation of media
professionals through a one-year paid media fellowship in West Virginia.
